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Amendment Looking to Making 


Component Yarns Determine 
Duty on Product of Spindle 
Voted Down on First Roll-Call 


PROTEST MENTIONED 


Coarse and Fine Weaves of Cloth 
Shown to Have Been Accorded 
Different Treatment to Injury 


of the New England Mills 


WASHINGTON—On the first roll call 
Of the day Senator Lippitt’s amendment 
‘to the cotton thread clause of tariff bill 
Was lost by a vote of 39 to 33. It pro- 
posed that thread should carry the same 
duty as the yarns of which it is com- 
posed but not less than 15 per cent, the 
rate named in the bill. 

Senator Lippitt maintained that the 
bill discriminates against thread by plac- 
ing duties on the component varns higher 
than those on thread. He called atten- 
tion to a petition from 96 large dealers 
in textile fabrics in New York and else- 
where protesting against discriminations 
Against cotton in favor of silks and 
woolens. 

Cotton duties in the bill were shown 
by Senator Lippitt to be one fourth to 
one third of those on silk and woolens. 
Silk duties are reduced from 55 to 45 per 
cent, wooler from 50 to 35, cotton from 
50 or 60 to 16 per cent on the average. 

Senator Gallinger read several letters 
from textile importers expressing alarm 
over the radical reductions in the textile 
schedules. They said they and British 
manufacturers would muth prefer a less 
drastic cut because it would insure 
greater permanency. Such a drastic cut 
they say is bound to react in a few 
years and they don’t want to increase 
thejy mill capacitiew greatly for a tem- 
porary business. 

Senator Lodge urged that the rates 
on cotton cloth be revised so as to give 
greater justice to comparative grade. 
“While I do not believe it was done in- 
tentionally.” he said, “it very clear 
that the coarser weaves have been better 
treated than the finer weaves which are 
largely the productof New England.” 
He also refuted the statements that cost 
of production in this country is as low 
as in England. 

One proposed change urged by Senator 
Lippitt last week was offered an 
amendment by Senator Smith 
finance committee today in the cotton 
cloth paragraph. The method of classify-

to specify the average number of the| 


yarn instead of the highest number as 
the criterion. Senator Lippitt expressed 
appreciation, but said it was of little 
value unless his comparison proposed to 
grade the rates according to a sliding 
scale instead of by steps. 

Senator Lodge objected to the method 
of classifying cloth according to the 
number of yarns, maintaining that it 
would be impossibl} for customs inspec- 
tors to determine the grades accurately 
in this manner. Senator Smith an- 
nounced after Senators Lippitt and Lodge 
had presented their arguments that the 
committee would ask that this para- 


could consider some .changes they had 
in mind to meet the New England sena- 
tor’s objections. 

Senators Lodge and Lippitt expressed 


satisfaction that the schedule might be | 


improved and asked that they might be 
given opportunity to study the new 
amendinents before they are offered by 
the committee.

Colonel Younghusband’s expedi- 
tion in 1903 the country was practically 
a terra incognita. No European had ever 
entered the sacred city of Lhasa, and any 
information in regard to the country had 
only been wrested from the unknown by 
such daring explorers as Sven Hedin, It 
had, however, been always recognized by 
Great Britain as an indispensable safe- 
guard against any advance on India from 
the north, and its integrity as an auton- 
omous state had? been the concern of the 
British foreign office for many diplomatic 
generations. The enemy was Russia. 
What Russia did 60 years ago in Kabul, 
which she is doing today in Urga, she 
has done and is still doing, in spite of 
the Anglo-Russian convention of 1907, in 


Tibet.

Tibet was thrown to the 
world. Dordjieff suddenly ceased his’ 
intrigues, and four years later Russia | 
and England set their seals to the Anglo- | 
Russian convention, which guaranteed the 
territorial integrity of Tibet and recog 
nized the suzerainty of China. 

The Tibetan question seemed to 
settled, for the time at any rate, by the 
convention of 1907, but the revolution

NEW ANNAPOLIS 
TEST METHODS 
TO HAVE TRIAL 

For First Time Complete Prelim- 
inary Examination Will Be Af- 


forded Midshipmen Candidates 
at Lowell, Oct. 22 


J. ROGERS’ 

W ASHINGTON—Representative Rogers 
of Massachusetts has announced an in 
novation in the method of selecting the 
appointees from his district as midship- 
men to the United States Naval 
Academy. It is intended to avoid need- 
less expense, disappointment and possible 
humiliation to his candidates. Officials 
at the navy department say it is the 
first time it has been tried. The plan 
is to afford opportunity for the candi- 
dates to take complete preliminary ex- 
aminations in the high school at Lowell, 
Mass., for the purpose of selecting ap- 
pointees to take the examinatijons at the 
academy. 

Heretofore there has been much dis- 
satisfaction over the methods of exami- 
nation, the high percentage of failures 
at the academy, and so forth. The offi- 
cials believe that imadequate prelimin- 
ary examination is largely responsible 
and advise congresamen to select their 
appointees with care so as to send boys 
to the academy who have reasonable 
prospect of gaining entrance. The prac- 
tise of holding preliminary mental ex- 
aminations in the districts has become 
popular of recent years and has to some 
extent remedied the difficulty, but many 
candidates, after having successfully 
passed the mental entrance examinations 
have been barred from the academy 
through the physica] examination. It is 
to avoid the latter consequences that Mr. 
Rogers plans to make his examinations 
complete. 

In a circular letter now being prepared 
for the boys of his district, Mr. Rogers 
states that his prelimigary mental ex- 
amination will be conducted by the civil 
service commission in the high school, 
Kirk street, Lowell, on Oct. 22. The 
four highest in this examination will ‘be 
given a physical examination at a later 
date by the commission’s examiner, who 
will go to Lowell from Boston for that 
purpose. The principal and three alter- 
nates will take the mental entrance ex- 
aminations on Feb. 17, April 21, at 
Lowell, and the physical examination ir 
June at Annapolis.

MONTPELIER. Vt.—Total disburse- 
ments of $3,019,517.93 as against $2,350.- 
508.22 in the preceding year, are shown 
in the financial statements of the state 
treasurer for the year ending June 30, 
1913, as audited b- the auditor of ac- 
counts and bank commissioner. The 
amount for the last legislative year end- 
ing June 30, 1911, was $2,180,064.32. 

Comparing the two legislative years 
and deducting the amount of temporary 
loans paid in each year, $605,000 the 
past year and $250,000 for the year end- 
ing June 30, 1911, there is an increase of 
disbursements of about $480,000 so that 
while there was avalable for the pay- 
ment of general state expenses July 1, 
1911, $72,072.55, om the first day of 
July, 1913, there was not only no balance 
available for such purpose but $226,- 
967.94 was ecded to meet the liabilities 
of the state existing on the last named 
date and which are payable during the 
coming year. In other words the direct 
state tax voted by the last Legistlature 
wil just about wipe out this deficit. 

The greater part of this increase dates 
back to the Legislature of 1910 for very 
little money apropriated by the Legisla- 
ture of 1912 became available for use 
before July 1, 1913. However the legisla- 
tive session of 1912 cost the state about 
$45,000 mor: than that of 1910. The ex- 
pense of the last Legislature was $190,- 
653.52 and the former Sarina 819.50,

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Purchasers for dry 


_the next few weeks 400,000 

men and women will come to New 
York to spend $475;000,000, They do this 
twice a year, says the New York Sun. 


These people are the buyers for the 
dry goods stores of the United ‘States. 
‘They are from nearly every town of 2000 
or more inhatitants from Maine to Cali- 
fornia. 

It will cost the wholesale merchants 
and their salesmen about $1,500,000 to 
eutertain these’ buyers, most of this 
amount going to provide dinners, theater 
parties and excursions to nearby resorts 
tor the women. 

The buyers are paid $250,000,000 in 
salaries. 

Merchants estimate that the wholesale 
dry goods business in New York each 
year amounts to $950,000,000 and with 
the increasing population of the country 
the volume of wholesale business in New 
York is increasing. So that in the next 
10 years over a billion dollars will be 
spent with the wholesalers here and Chi- 
cago will get half as much more. 

These buyers are to be divided into 
two classes. The first and largest class 
is that composed of the men and women 
who represent the retailers. There are 
approximately 350,000 of these. The 
other 50,000 represent big jobbing houses 
in other large cities. They are all-the- 
year-round buyers and generally have 
offices in New York, which they make 
their headquarters while buying. The 
buyers for retail houses make their head- 
quarters at the hotels. 

The first invasion of the purchasing 
agents begins soon after the new year 
and it lasts until the latter part of 
March. But they are here in greatest 
numbers for the spring buying in Feb- 
ruary end March. 

The buyer of the present day never 
guesses. Until about 10 years ago men 
and women—there were few women then 
—were buyers because they were mem- 
bers of firms or had been made buyers 
through influence. Seldom did any of 
them have any training. 


All this has changed. Now there is | 


not a buyer in the market for any house 
of even second rate importance who 
has not worked for years with the sole 
end in view of becoming a buyer. Each 
buyer is a specialist. 
will buyer three or four lines, but never 
is there found any more a buyer who 
stocks up his entire establishment re- 
girdiess of departments. 

The m*n or woman who buys dress 
goods is an expert>in dress goods. He 
has made a study of the theory as well

as the practise of textiles. He is able 
to take a piece of goods and calculate 
its actual value as accurately as the 
people who made it. Often he has 
worked in textile factories for the sole 
purpose of getting this knowledge, and 
it is frequently the case that some big 
department store or jobbing souse has 
paid the manufacturers to allow him to 
work there. 

The buyers of woolen and cotton 
fabrics are the aristocracy of the buyers. 
They have been in business the longest, 
but they are gradually giving place to 
buyers of cloaks, suits and other gar- 
ments. The fabrics buyers are nearly 
al] men. 

About 10 years ago women, came into 
the field. When certain enterprising 
men in New York conceived the idea of 
making up fabrics into cloaks, suits, 
undergarments, shirtwaists and the like, 
the retailers soon realized that women 
were better judges of the value of the 
made-up articles for feminine use than 
the men. It was also discovered that 
women soon became better judges of tex- 
tile value than men, but they were han- 
dicapped by lack of experience and judg- 
ment in the matter of selling. This 
handicap was overcome by the merchan- 
dise man who is now found in every 
department store. He is the check or the 
inspiration to the buyer as the case may 
require. 

It is noted also that the sale of piece 
goods to the retail stores is decreasing 
in the same proportion as the sale of 
ready-made garments is increasing. There 
is no less demand for piece goods, but 
the direction has been changed. The 
manufacturers of cloaks, suits, infants’ 
wear, women’s underwear and the like 
are using these goods. The women 
buyers are the principal factors in this 
new trade. 

The greatest part of the entertaining 
is done by the ready-made garment peo- 
ple and the millinery houses. The rea- 
son for this is that most of the buyers 
in these lines are women.

These are easily and quickly made as 
soon as one has learned the little trick 
of rushing the cracker halves from the 
ice water to the hot oven. Served with 
tea or chocolate, they are delicious. 
They are equally appropriate as an ac- 
companiment to soup at a regular meal. 

A cracker novelty, easy to prepare 
and sure to please, can be made from 
gravam crackers, brushed with melted 
butter and sprinkled with finely chopped 
nuts or with caraway seed, according to 
preference. Place in a moderate oven 
until the crackers are well crisped and 
the nuts or seeds slightly browned. 

The cheapest of soda or milk crack- 
ers can be entirely transformed by 
brushing over with melted butter and 
then coating with a mixture of granu- 
lated sugar and powdered cinnamon. 
Put a few small raisins, or one large 
one, in the center of each cracker and 
place in the oven for five minutes. 
Served either not or cold, these cinna- 
mon crackers are suited for the after-. 
noon tea table. 

As a substitute for the dainty sand- 
wiches of the tea table try spreading 
small crackers with sardine or anchovy 
paste, and drying them for a moment in 
the oven. A few drops of lemon juice 
will improve the flavor, and, if liked, a 
half of a stuffed olive can be used as a 
center decoration. The time required 
for this work will be less than half that 
necessary to make sandwiches, and it is 
probable the guests will enjoy the nov- 
elty of these appetizing little crackers.

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NOVELTIES IN FALL VEILINGS 


Paradise and harem styles the most striking 


ANY novelties are Shown in veilings 

for fall wear, but one of the most 
striking is the “paradise” veil which 1s 
worn about a sailor hat. The design of 
this veil is usually of a floral character 
and has.a ribbon insertion at the top 
and bottom. The upper ribbon is used 
as a drawstring to draw the veil around 
the crown of the hat; and the lower one 
draws it close around the neck which 
admirably adapts it for yachting or 
motoring. Another way of wearing this 
veil is to use the ribbon insertion at the 


an elaborate border. 

The “window” veil is a modification of 
the “paradise” veil, and has an inset 
of finer lace which falls just over the 
‘face. This window, which sets just over 
the face, is sometimes of net set in a 
chantilly veil or it may be of fine 
shadow lace in a veil of chiffon, or the 
veil may be of heavy white mesh with 
a window of silk Shetland weave. 

Still more extreme in style is the 
“harem” veil, which is made of two laces 
combined, usually chiffon with a heavy 
mesh, and is adjusted in either the Turk- 
ish or chin style, With the Turkish 
style of adjustment the heavy part of 
the lace hides the lower portion of the 
face, leaving the eyes exposed through 
the chiffon; but with the chin fashion 


}the heavy lace is worn over the hat, 


top only, and the bottom is finished with |. 


leaving the lighter lace over the face, 
and the lower edge is finished with a 
dainty border reaching to the chin. 
Shetland veils secured a strong place 
in popular favor as soon as launched 
upon the market several seasons ago. It 
was said at that time that it was an 
American idea which Paris copied, but 
wherever it originated, it has been re- 
markably popular, and it is coming into 
favor again at the present time.

'powder river from the present dam of 
the Baltimore waterworks, 
The dam is built of concrete without

reinforcement, on the gravity principle, 


and is bedded on rock bottom. The con- 
crete cutoff extends about 20 feet down 
from the base into rock to prevent 
water from working under the base. 
Tne construction includes drainways 
for any water that might percolate into 
the dam, and an inspection gallery 
passing through the dam lengthwise. 
The gallery is about three feet wide 
and eight feet high, and receives the 
water seepage from the small drains 
through porous concrete, drains. 

The main drains from this gallery run 
into the river, so that it is full, except 
when the water between the new dam 
and the present dam below is run off 
sufficiently to permit inspection of the

The principal dimensions of the dam, 
according to figures given in the Manu- 
facturers Record, up to the 192-foot 
level, are, length 500 feet, height to 
crest 52 feet, including the four-foot 
flasnhboard on top, width of base 114 
feet. This width of base is due to the 
fact that it has been designed for a 
possible construction in years to come

The Loch Raven works, when com- 
pleted, will consist of the present .dam 
gud basin, the new dam, gatehouse and 
so forth, and the greatly enlarged water 
area covering about 620 acres.

JOURNAL OF SOLDIER SHOWS NEW SWEDEN'S PLACE IN EARLY LITERATURE 


O the average reader New Sweden| 
is a name of vague import. Yet 
the colony that was planted on 
the banks of the eclaware by the 
people of Sweden was a definite influence 
among those that worked together to 
found the North American republic. 

So far as the motive of the first pro- 
jectors of the colony 
the general character of the colonists it 
was an influence for good. Its weak 
point lay in a misunderstanding cn the 
part of Sweden as to its right to plant 
a colony in that particular spot, and in 
the lack of statesmanship and apprecia- 
tion of the rights of another people on 
the part of those appointed to govern it. 

The Dutch had built Ft. Nassau on 
the South (Delaware) river in 1623. Dur- 
ing a number of years previously they 
had been there as traders and had erected 
the arms of the Dutch republic at various 
points of discovery and exploration, 4 
proceeding recognized at that time as 
constituting a claim to Jands not already 
included in any patent.

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BELLAGIO ON LAKE COMO SHORE. 
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ITUATED at the tip of a penin- 
sula which divides the two southern 

arms of the lake the little Lombard town 

of Bellagio is one of the most delightful 
places on Lake Como. 

Along the quay run a string of shops 
cafes. The cafes, under living 
canopies of white roses which were once 
trained over trellises to form a roof, but 
have now knotted themselves so fast 
together as to be independent of support, 
hang over the blue water. The shops— 
filled with things of native manufacture, 
woolens, and silks of gorgeous hue, and 
tortoise-shell cleverly worked for which 
the town is famous—are all open to the 
air and sunshine, business being carried 
on under arched apertures or inside an 
open colonnade that gives upon the quay. 
The houses are piled up one upon another 
in wonderfu] disorder wherever foothold 
could be found for them on the hill be- 
hind, which rises sheer from the water's 
edge. 

For a few yards the streets go upwards 
over the cobble stones and then, steps 
on steps, built roughly of cobbles and pav- 
ing stones, ascend, with grass and wild 
flowers in the interspaces. At each stop- 
ping place as the path rises above the 
houses, the lake can be seen stretching, 
in the clear light, blue and rarefield, across 
to Cadenabbia and Menaggio, with the 
Alps peak on peak behind. 

Along the water line below, the town 
runs in a trickling line up and down the 
lake, and is seen above or through the 
tree-tops with an odd tower here and 
there to make it vet more rambling. At 
last, as the road reaches the hill top, the 
southern arm of the lake is unfolded ly- 
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ing placidly on the other side of the 
peninsula, and in the cup formed by the 
mountains, 

Bellagio, as its name implies, is beauti- 
ful both within and without, for from 


Menaggio, on thé opposite shore, it lies 
like a rope of jewels on the water under | 
its own hill capped with dark foliage. The 
little white town sparkling underneath, | 
is reflected in the water and backed by a 
mighty range of rugged mountain sides. 


' Breadfruit Tree Yields 
Palatable Food 


One of the gifts of the eastern tropics 
to the western is the breadfruit, which 
is now extensively planted in the West 
Indies. This can be done only by cut- 
tings, as the cultivated variety develops 
no seeds; in the wild form the chestnut- 
like seeds are eaten, but the pulp is dis- 
regarded. The tree is of moderate height, 
continues Harpers Weekly, but spreads 
a broad crown of. large, ragged-edged, 
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mashed potatoes and milk, or like sweet 
bread, which it also resembles in appear- 
ance. It is a little fibrous toward the 
center, but elsewhere is quite smooth 
and “puddingy.” Sometimes a curry or 
stew is made of it; and it goes well ag 
a vegetable with meat or gravy. “With 
sugar, milk, butter or treacle,” Wallace 
wrote, “it is a delicious pudding, having 
a very slight but delicate and character- 
istic flavor, which, like that of good 
bread and potatoes, one never gets tired 
of.” The timber of the tree is also use- 
furl, the bark can~be prepared for a sort 
of cloth and the sap forms when boiled 
with oil a mucilaginous liquid very use- 
ful for making the seams of wooden 
pails, canoes, and the like, watertight.

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WueEn Adam Smith was reading the famous 
treatise by Clark of Edlin on the subject of 
the “Fighting Orders,” he declared that there 
must be technical reasons which had induced 
naval men to cling to the practical formation 
of the “line ahead,” otherwise the very lu- 
minousness of Clark’s reasoning must have 
convinced them. At first sight the strategic 
reason which has induced a generation of 
British soldiers to oppose ‘the building of the 
channel tunnel seems as incapable of defense as the orders which 
led to so many lamentable naval court martials in the eighteenth 
century. <A little reflection, however, is sufficient to show that the 
cases are scarcely parallel, and that there are reasons, which have 
wspired soldiers like Lord Wolseley, not lightly to be cast aside. 

It is some three centuries since Shakespeare drew his famous 
simile of the British Isles as a swan’s nest in a great pool, and ever 
since then the surrounding ocean has given the United Kingdom a 
strategic advantage which she has not failed to use in her contest 
with the great continental powers. So preponderating has that 
advantage been that there has grown up what is known as the “blue 
water school,” which, acknowledging the financial impossibility of 
keeping up an enormous army and an enormous navy, would make 
the defense of the country practically dependent on the navy. 

Now the navy, as history has shown us, has not been :nvariably 
able to command the narrow seas; in the reign of Charles II. the 
Dutch entered the Medway. In the reign.of William IIL. Torring- 
ton fled into the Thames, pulling up the buoys behind him, and the 
l'rench admiral, Tourville, anchored in Tor bay and burned Teign- 
mouth. These are only a couple of examples, but they show that 
it is possible for an enemy to take advantage of a, sudden inability 
of the fleet to hold the channel in order to effect a landing. Neither 
Torrington nor Van Tromp was able to effect anything, for the 
very simple reason that had they effected a landing in the country 
what came to be known a few generations later as the ‘Protestant 
winds’ might have reduced their troops to the condition spoken ot 
two or three centuries later by Von Moltke when he declared that 
he had 20 plans to get a German army into England but he had 
never been able to find one to get it out again. 

The people who talk of a channel tunnel as if it could be, se- 
cured simply by a range of forts which could blow a debouching 
army into the channel, do not realize that one of the main objections 
to it is that it by any chance the command of the sea were lost, and 
landing etfected, it might be possible to hold the Kent end of the 
tunnel whilst the work of repairs was effected. If this could be 
effectually done the cause which militated against Van Tromp and 
Torrington, and which Von Moltke saw would militate against him, 
would be largely overcome. A constant stream of reenforcements 
and provisions could be poured through the tunnel, no matter what 
the weather conditions in the Channel, or no matter whether the 
fieet'had again gained the mastery; and what is irreverently termed 
a blow hole would cease to be any more of a strategic frontier than 
the border between Holland and Belgium.

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COINCIDENT with the negotiations between 
Colombia and Venezuela for a final settle- 
ment of their border controversies, public 
attention in the former country is drawn to 
the possibilities of the vast expanse of terri- 
tory watered by the great rivers flowing into 
the Orinoco. ‘These possibilities are dis- 
cussed, not only from the point of view of 
agricultural development, but also from that 
of transportation and communications. It 
is especially the Meta river route that has of late come up as a pos- 
sible means of developing that section by affording the pastoral and 
agricultural produce of the Colombian Ilanos an outlet to the Atlantic 
by the Orinoco, and at the saine time giving access, by a new way, 
to the capital, Bogota. It may be doubted whether this latter route 
will be found practicable all the year round, even with extensive 
improvements of the Meta channel, but the mere fact that Bogota 
can be approached by river craft to within a relatively few hours 
should afford a peculiar incentive for interconnecting by railroad the 
Magdalena river and the Orinoco-Meta river routes via the capital. 

For the relations between Colombia and Venezuela in which the 
question of transit for Colombian procuce across Venezuelan ter- 
ritory plays so dominant a part, the progress, or lack of it, of the 
Castro revolution would appear to be eminently favorable. In the 
the check the Gomez administration has been able to 
place on the Castro activities from the outset has prevented the out- 
breaks near the Colombian border from affecting adversely the party 
situatson which throughout the latter country has been quite tense. 
In the second place, the strict neutrality observed by the Colombians, 
under necessarily trying conditions on their border, undoubtedly 
affected the fortunes of war to a greater or less degree by reducing 
revolutionary propaganda and recruiting to a minimum, and can but 
favor closer relations between the Gomez and Kestrepo administra- 
tions. 

From the Pan-American standpoint a close understanding 
between the two countries would be of fully as great significance as 
the hoped-for entente cordiale between Chile and Peru or between 
Brazil and Argentina. A strong political organization along the 
strategic part of Panama canal route 1s not merely desirable but 
indispensable, and it is to Colombia and Venezuela that the United 
States must look for a duplication of the efforts it is making to 
that end in isthmian America. In the accomplishment of such an 
understanding the recognition of the essential connection of their 
transportation interests should prove a strong incentive to Colombia 
and Venezuela.

The German government has profited 
by the combined emotions of patriotism and 
art rivalry in gaining frdém a large competing 
group of architects the best possible plans 
for its proposed embassy expansion and 
adornment. The Argentine Republic is about to spend $350,000 in 
making a more suitable home for the minister who represents it at 
the northern capital. 

Here are coricrete cases indicating something like adequate 
appraisal by nations of first rank on their respective continents of 
the importance of giving their spokesman abroad a domestic and 
official environment best suited to the dignity of the office he hoids 
aud the prestige of the people he symbolizes. It would seem as if 
steady insistence upon this policy by other powers would in time 
shame the United States into doing something like unto it. As tt 
is, for lack of embassies in the chief capitals of the world and 
Lecause of failure to provide ambassadors and ministers with official 
dlomiciles, the national executive is faced with unnecessary complex- 
ities and difficulties when he takes up the task of nominating 
appointees, and the nation is deprived of the services of men of 
character and talent. 

Moreover, the American as he tours the world and visits capitals 
is mortified by the conditions of habitat under which he often finds 
his national representative living. 

The influence of recent administrations has been cast in favor 
of a more sensible, dignified and worthy policy for a nation as rich, 
influential and progressive as the U nited States is. President Wil- 
son can scarcely have come through the experiences of the past 
cight months without understanding that his tasks would be lightened 
if the congressional attitude were more generous, 
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Tuts has been a delightful summer in Bos- 
ton and along the entire North -Atantic 
coast for pleasure seekers who are tond of 
the water.

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of them in the near future. A similar statement may be truthfully 
made regarding electric application. Even now, when development 
of electric power is still in its infancy, municipal and private plants 
are discovering that the employment of the current generated can 
be broadened to their profit. 

When electricity becomes so cheap that everybody may use it 
in town and country several very serious problems will be solved. 
In addition to doing in large part the work of the farmhouse kitchen, 
it can be employed to run all the machinery of the farm, and not 
the least of its accomplishments for the advancement of agriculture 
will be its service in supplying water. It will heat the farm house 
as it will the town residence; it will cook for all; it will furnish light 
for all; it will abolish the smoke nuisance and make for cleanliness 
and efficiency. Electricity may never be as cheap as running water, 
nor as free as the air we breathe, but it should within a Short time 
be practically within the reach of all the people, and at rates that 
will bring it into universal employment. 
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No MIDSUMMER census tells the number of 
people who invade the state of Maine for 
recreation. No measure is provided for the 
tide of pleasure-seeking and pleasure-finding. 
Passports not being required, there 1s no col- 
lection of tickets on the border or at the 
ports. There are no statistics—consistently 
none, for statistics and relaxation are not 
natural companions. The inquiring person, 
with uncomfortable insistence on facts and 
a serious inclination toward comparisons, is not, however, to be 
denied his information. The newspapers of the state come to his 
all by contributions of such evidence as that the railway stations are 
proving insufficient for the handling of the throngs of the summer 
travelers; that the trains are more than ever moving in sections;

Putting together these contributions there is no escape from the 
conclusion that Maine is more than ever this year the summer pleas- 
ure ground of a wide region, even nation wide.

tion and less spending money to their inhabitants. But this is too 
much a minor incident to affect deeply the great business of enjoying 
things down East. 6 

Maine is perhaps the country s greatest summer playground. 
It embraces too great a variety of attractions, almost encyclopedic, 
to need other publicity than that it gains from the people who resort 
to it and return to their tasks re fréshed and brightened. ‘That it has 
more people on its shore, and off-shore on its countless isles, at its 
lakes, along its rivers and in its woods, is conclusive on two points 

-that the reasonableness of the vacation appeal is being more widely 
realized and that it leads to Maine as to almost no other state. 
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\WorK on the government high dam across 
the Mississippi river, near the Soldiers Home 
at Minneapolis, has been proceeding so 
quietly as to attract comparatively little 
notice, although the boat lock just completed 
has cost something like $600,000. Perhaps 
this is due to the fact that until recently 
public attention has been fixed upon the prog- 
ress of the more immediate undertaking at 
Keokuk. Moreover, at the beginning it 
appears to have been the design of the government to carry on this 
work as perfunctorily as it has carried on other enterprises of a 
similar character. This is indicated in the fact that as first designed 
the lock now finished was have only a thirteen-foot lift. Muin- 
neapolis objected to this with the result that the plans were changed 
so as to provide for a general increase in dimensions. Thus the 
lock walls were raised from thirty to fitty feet height. 

The main work is only as yet in the early stages of construc- 
tion. It will probably not be completed until the beginning of 1915. 
‘The lock as at present designed will present walls, as has been said, 
fifty feet high. These will be 80 feet between perpendiculars and 
350 feet long. At this width and length the lock will admit the 
largest craft with barges now plying the upper Mississippi. 

‘The time seems to have gone by when either communities or 
engineers are content with simply using up a government appropria- 
tion in the prosecution of river work. There are no data at hand to 
show what power, if any, ts be developed by this dam. Pre- 
sumably the people of Minneapolis are watchtul of its progress, and 
mindful of what the dam at Keokuk ts doing for that city and for 
the country round about. If the plans or the appropriation fall 
short at present of meeting the requirements of modern water power 
development dams, they should be made to meet them. Since the 
government is going into.dam and lock construction at all, it should 
go into such enterprises whole-heartedly and with the determination 
to make them complete in every particular. For the government's 
example will have an inestimable.moral influence upon the states 
and municipalities.
